SO LET IT BE WITH BOP! 
Back in J a n u a r y when this departm ent 
first cast its professional, if som ewhat ap- 
prenensive, gaze at the argot of A m erica's 
adolescents-19M model-we noted that the 
influence of jazz and bop m usicians' talk 
on the slang of the average teen aget wa.* 
probably much less than had been gener­ 
ally supposed. 
Specifically we suggested that, despite 
the popularity of such words as “cool”, 
“dig” and ‘“frantic”—each of which was 
first heard in the patois of “pop” musi­ 
cians—jazz terms constituted only a very 
small portion of the alang vocabulary of 
our youngsters. 
Now. from no less an authority than 
Larry Shields, editor of FANFARE, the 
official publication of the Savannah (Ga.) 
Federation of Musicians, comes confirma­ 
tion of my theory. Writing about our new 
collection of toen-talk, THE REAL GONE 
LEXICON he notes that it is “very out-to­ 
llmen and 'round the block,** which I take 
to be a paraphrase of “truly and complete­ 
ly gone"—and that'* high praise indeed 
However, though Mr. Shields points out 
that several terms are 
indeed 
borrowed 
from the musicians’ vocabulary, he is able 
to cite fewer than twenty out of a collec­ 
tion of nearly four hundred word* and 
phrases. 
That's roughly five per cent of 
the content* of the LEXICON, 
This seems to ma to 'indicate clearly 
that, while much of the jargon of today'*

Today In Washington

WASHINGTON — Senator W atkins 
of 
Utah has endeavored to correct a flagrant 
error in the report of his committee recom ­ 
mending censure of Senator McCarthy, but 
the revision presents a worse contradiction 
tiian tile original. 
For the chairm an of the committee, 
in 
older to supt Kilt his argum ent that 
the 
Senate is a “continuing body,” now 
d e­ 
ciares that a Senate rule provides tot 
standing com m ittee to hold over from one 
session to another. This means m erely thai 
Hie committee rem ain* in being w ith the 
sam e m em bers until the Senate appoints 
otheis, but so are the tw o-thirds 
of 
the 
Senate continued a* m em bers. 
The 
big 
argum ent was w hether 
the 
"legislative 
business” continued and particularly w he­ 
ther conduct in a previous Congress wa., 
subject to censure at the next 
Congress. 
The fact that com m ittees continue does not 
mean that legislative business is continueu 
its business ales w ith the preceding Con 
gross and tius has been tile iong-estabiish 
od practice. 
by emphasizing the error and failing to 
answ er the m ain argum ent about an 
al­ 
legedly continuing jurisdiction over a sen­ 
ato r’s conduct in a preceding session, the 
W atkins com m ittee now 
has 
underlined 
the contradictory nature of its own report. 
PARALLEL CASE 
What is even m ore tragic is 
that 
the 
W atkins com m ittee failed to tell the Sen­ 
ate of a case alm ost exactly parallel to thai 
of Senator M cCarthy. It occurred when the 
elder Senator La Follette w’as “ invited” to 
appear before the Senate subcom m ittee on 
privileges and elections. He. like M cCar­ 
thy, iii an exchange of several letters re ­ 
peatedly re! used to appear and never did go 
to the com m ittee to testify. 
The late Senator I*t Follette was charg­ 
ed in a resolution of expulsion with being 
a “teacher of disloyalty and sedition, giv­ 
ing aid and com fort to our 
enemies 
and 
hindering the governm ent in the 
conduct 
of the w ar.” The charge was made by tire 
Minnesota commission of public safety 
in 
Septem ber 1917 during World War I. 
Senator La Follette dem anded the right 
to cross-exam ine w itnesses and said 
the 
committee "denies me the right to a defi­ 
nite statem ent of the offense of which I am 
accused and the evidence upon which the 
charge is supported, a right which is ac­ 
corded to every man called to answer even 
for a mere m isdem eanor.” He added that to 
deny him the inform ation he requested “is 
an insult to an individual” and “to deny 
it to a senator is an insult to the individ­ 
ual and the high office he occupies.” He 
declared that the com m ittee was engaged 
in an “ex parte proceeding” and w’as 
ac­ 
cepting "m ere statem ents of individual® as 
a basis for action.” 
IRREGULAR PROCEDURE 
The Wisconsin senator 
denounced 
the 
invitation given him to testify and declar­ 
ed: 
“The procedure you contem plate folloup­ 
ing . . . is most extraordinary and wholly 
unprecedented. It am ounts to nothing less 
than requesting me to support the accur­ 
acy of various statem ents—which ones are 
not indicated by you—in the speech in ad ­ 
vance of any inform ation from your com­ 
m ittee that any of the statem ents are chal­ 
lenged, or if so. bv whom they are 
chal­ 
lenged. or in w hat m anner.” 
This is precisely the 
point 
m ade 
by 
Senator M cCarthy in his 
correspondence 
wdth the Senate subcom m ittee on 
privil­ 
eges aud elections, which was first headed 
by Senator G illette of Iowa and later by 
Senator Hennings of Missouri. When tile

Spanking a Bed-Wetting 


Child Makes Matters Worse

Judging by correspondence there does 
not seem to be the slightest doubt that 
bed-w etting or enuresis continuing beyond 
the tin e when bladder control is norm ally 
acquired iii youngsters is a m atter ol deep 
concern. 
In many cases enuresis is closely relat­ 
ed to nervous and emotional factors and 
severe discipline such as spanking is th ere­ 
fore tile w’orst possible kind of m anage­ 
m ent since it 
will 
only 
m ake 
m atters 
vvoi se. 
A good m any methods have been sug­ 
gested and seem to be useful. 
It is fre­ 
quently recom m ended that fluids be cut 
(low'll as much as possible after three or 
four o’clock in Hie afternoon. Good results 
have sometimes been obtained by waking 
the youngster at definite periods during 
Hie night in order to urinate, but this is 
often hard on the parents. 
W hen control 
over

sleep is not obtained by tile tim e a child 
is one and a half years old, or when bed- 
W'etting occurs after being absent for sev­ 
eral years there is a great deal of emo­ 
tional distress not only in the youngster 
but in the parents.
